Be not deceived; God is not mocked: | 
for whatsoever a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap. 

Naturally men are sowing and reap- 
ing continually from early life to old 
age. Year after year we sow and reap. 
Many times the first crop is not reap- 
ed before the second is sown. Many 
times we have gone early in the morn- 
ing while it was yet dark to sow seed. 
We would sow the small seed in the 
early morning while all was still and 
the larger seed as the day came on and 
the wind would blow. But the first 
thing was to get an idea of how much 
to sow. If we were to sow the seed 
too thick then the harvest would be 
light, and if we failed to sow enough, 
of course the harvest would be light. 

The Scripture tells us he that sow- 
eth sparingly shall also reap sparing- 
ly. I have known men who failed to 
sow enough seed and of course the 
crop was light at reaping time. So you 
see there is something to learn about 
sowing. 

Then there is quite a bit to know 
about preparing the soil. We read in 
the Scriptures about the sower that 
went forth to sow and that some seed 
fell on,st6ny ground and some by the 
wayside and some among thorns, but 
some fell on good soil and made a 
good harvest. 

Now we do not care to say so mucn 
about sowing grass, oats, wheat, or 
clover, but it is the deeds of our life 
that we do from day to day that will 
not only count in this life but also 
in the world to come. Be not deceived; 
God is not mocked: for whatsoever a 
man soweth, that shall he also reap. 
He that soweth to his flesh shall of 
the flesh reap corruption; but he that 
soweth to the Spirit reaps life ever- 
lasting. There are multitudes today 
who are sowing to the flesh, living 
after the natural appetites, apparent- 
ly taking no thought of reaping time. 

In conversation with a _ leading 
physician who had been on the ex- 
amining board during the World War 
and had examined thousands of men 
for military service, he told me that it 
was surprising at the great number 
of young men who had contracted a 
disease that would effect them the re- 
mainder of the days of their life. Sow- 
ing to the flesh is causing homes to 
be wrecked and is filling jails and 
penitentiaries and insane asylums. See 
yonder man in the prison he dwells, 
sin is to blame for it all. 

There is a reaping time for all that 
sow, and the reaping will be in accord- 
ance with the sowing. A man who was 
blind and partially paralyzed told me 
that he was reaping for what he had 
sown in his young days. A man as he 
looked upon his daughter who might 
have been very beautiful had it not 
been that she was almost blind said, 
I am to blame. It is my sin that has 
caused it all. He realized that he was 
reaping some for his sowing in early 
life. It is a fact that we may reap 
many things in this life, but the main 
reaping day is yet to come. 

Paul’s instructions are to walk in 
the Spirit and ye shall not fulfill the 
lusts of the flesh, signifying that if 
we fail to walk in the Spirit we are 
sure to go after the desires of the 
flesh. Oh the horrors that await those 
who sow to the flesh when they come 
to the end of the way and all their 
deeds begin to roll before them and 
they begin to cry, Alas, it is too late! 
On the other hand the person who 
sows to the Spirit will surely reap 
some good thing in this life. 

A man had been a guard at the 
state prison and had grown old. Dis- 
ease had taken hold on him and he 
realized that he would soon have to 
go to eternity and receive a reward for 
the: deeds he had done in this life. 
While sitting in his room by the side 
of his, bed in deep meditation he made 
a statement like this, I am so glad 
that I did not mistreat those prisoners 
while I was in authority. I feel that I 
can meet them on the other side with 
a clear conscience. 

Think of a man who after having 
toiled hard all day, he returns to his

THE AGE 


REASON 


OF PURE 





F. A. Bowles 


Come “NOW”, and let us “REA- 
SON” together, Saith the “LORD.” 
In setting forth the text those 


three main parts are set out boldly 
and play the most important part of 
the following exposition. Just as the 
first article set forth a few salient 
points of the use of reason and its 
common fallacies, so will this article 
and subsequent articles deal with rea- 
son and its relation to the psychic 
self and to the soul with respect to 
its eternal destiny. 

It was Sir Francis Bacon, time 
honored English sage and philosopher, 
who wrote, A little reason (philoso- 
phy) tendeth to atheism (infidelity), 
put depth of reason tendeth to God. 
So it has come ringing down thru the 
ages to us of today. We seem merely 
to reason in circles and never get very 
far until we let Christ come into the 
secret chamber of our study and 
meditations and help us out. 

Mankind without God has been in 
a sorry plight from or since the very 
beginning of time and has continued 
to all down thru the ages. Yet man 
without reason and man without God 
are one and the same. God demands 
reason of man and man’s reason leads 
him to God. 

Just here we may inquire into the 
reason. Where is it located and of 
what is it composed? What is its or- 
ganic function? How we may know 
it and develop it. These and many 
more intricate inquiries can be direct- 
ed at the Word in almost an endless 
array and many of which no living 
man or scholar today can answer logi- 
cally. Let me quote from the Scrip- 
ture, “The fool hath said in his heart, 
There is no God.” Just what is im- 
plied here? Let us analyze. Man be- 
gins to reason about nature, creative 
influences, the origin of things gener- 
ally. He clogs up the better faculties 
of the mind. His reason becomes warp- 
ed and so the impression is made that 
there is no God. All this was brought 





about because he failed in the very 


minor survey of matter. God in the 
very beginning created matter and 


from this all the scenic granduer of 
nature sprang. 


But this analogy does not tell us 
what the reason is so we theorize just 
a bit, building one supposition upon 


another until we are finally lost a- 
midst a mass of analogies and this 
we, men of scienee, call facts; where- 
as if we came from the clouds or from 
imagination and stuck to the truth, 
how very simple it all would be. Rea- 
son, logic, thinking, deduction, and 
retrospection are terms very similar; 
so much so that they all mean about 
the same thing. Therefore, if the mind 
or intellectual faculties are capable of 
reason, the Creator of these faculties 
undoubtedly know their operation so 
we of necessity should turn to Him 
for help. 

Let us use an example: You are 
asked to multiply a certain number. 
Your reason comes to your aid and 
you solve the problem immediately. 
Or, you are asked to find your way 
from a dense forest where you have 
been taken blindfolded. You look up 
into the skies. You see the light fad- 
ing into dusk, the sun is almost set 
or gone from view. You begin to rea- 
son. The answer comes. The place I 
live is due South so I will travel in 
that direction. Hence, reason plays a 
most important part in our daily lives. 

Let me give you a tragic example 
of just how important our reason is 
and how a violation of its warning can 
lead to disaster. Some few years ago 
I was director of one of the largest 
chemical laboratories in the country. 
We were doing a large amount of or- 
ganic research work. We needed a 
new chemical so I started to make it. 
This chemical entailed the use of one 
of the most powerful poisons known. 
We started to work. We came to the 
third part, reason. Knowledge and ex- 
perience told me to work in a fume 
hood. I boasted a constitution of cast

So many things have been said late 
ly concerning the Church that I feel. 
that I would like to help those who 
are anxious to know about this great 
institution. First we take the Bible 
rightly divided for the word of our 
counsel. We find the first mention 
of the Church in Matt. 16:18. Jesus 
said, “Thou art Peter, and upon this 
rock I will build my chureh.” In the 
New Testament every time the Church 
is mentioned the same root word is 
used. This word is the Greek word 
Ecclesia (ek—“out of,” kaleo—“to 
call”). The original word is taken 
from the Greek and means a religious 
congregation. This word of course is 
used not for the church alone but for 
the assembling of any congregation 
called out for any specific purpose. 
For instance, the town clerk at Ephe- 
sus called out an assembly of people 
at the uproar when Paul was being 
persecuted. In Acts 7:38, the church 
in the wilderness, this same Greek 
word is used. The committee of trans- 
lators could find no better language 
to use in translating this Greek word 
where Christ said, “Upon this rock 
I will build my church,” than to use 
it describing the Church of God. 

First we wil talk apout a few 
things that the Church is not. It is 
not a continuation of the Jewish dis- 
pensation under another name. The 
general tenor of the Scriptures will 
teach us that the Jews have been 
shunned to a sidetrack that the main 
line may be clear for the passage of 
the Church. Jesus said, “The law and 
the prophets are until John.” The 
Scripture puts Moses and the law in 
one dispensation; Christ and grace 
in another. Let us respect the divine 
order. John the Baptist came preach- 
ing that the kingdom of heaven is at 
hand. Jesus sent out the twelve and 
seventy to do the same, but the Jewish 
people rejected their King and the set- 
ting up of the kingdom was postponed. 
There cannot be any kingdom until 
the nobleman returns who has gone 
into a far country to receive the king- 
dom. “And as they heard these things, 
he added and spake a parable, because 
he was nigh to Jerusalem, and because 
they thought that the kingdom of God 
should immediately appear. He said 
therefore, A certain nobleman went 
into a far country to receive for him- 
self a kingdom, and to return. And 
he called his ten servants, and deliv- 
ered them ten pounds, and said unto

them, Occupy till I come. But his 
citizens hated him, and sent a message 
after him, saying, We will not have 
this man to reign over us. And it 
came to pass, that when he was re 
turned having received the kingdom, 
then he commanded these servants to 
be called unto him, to ‘whom he had 
given the money, that he might know 
how much every man had gained by 
trading. Then came the first, saying, 
Lord, thy pound hath gained ten 
pounds. And he said unto him, Well, 
thou good servant: because thou hast 
been faithful in a very little, have 
thou authority over ten cities, And the 
second came, saying, Lord, thy pound 
hath gained five pounds. And he said 
likewise to him, Be thou also over five 
cities. And another came, saying, 
Lord, behold, here is thy pound, which 
I have kept laid up in a napkin: For 
I feared thee, because thou art an 
austere man: thou takest up that 
thou layedst not down, and reapest 
that thou didst not sow. And he saith 
unto him, Out of thine own mouth 
will I judge thee, thou wicked  ser- 
vant.

For I say 
unto you, That unto every one which 
hath shall be given; and from him 
that hath not, even that he hath shall 
be taken away from him. But those 
mine enemies, which would not that I 
should reign over them, bring hither, 
_ slay them before me.” Luke 19:11- 


The Church is never confounded 
with the kingdom in Scripture. The 
Church is compared to a house. 1 Tim, 
3:15. “But. if I tarry long, that thou 
mayest know how thou oughtest to 
behave thyself in the house of God, 
which is the church of the living God, 
the pillar and ground of the truth.” It 
is compared to a body in 1 Cor. 12:27- 
31, but never to a kingdom. “Now ye 
are the body of Christ, and members 
in particular. And God hath set some 
in the church, first apostles, second- 
arily prophets, thirdly teachers, after 
that miracles, then gifts of healings, 
helps, governments, diversities of 
tongues. Are all apostles? are all 
prophets? are all teachers? are all 
workers of miracles? Have all the 
gifts of healing? do all speak with 
tongues? do all interpret? But covet 
earnestly the best gifts: and yet show 
I unto you a more excellent way.” 

Christ is the head of the Church, 
but we never speak of Him as its 
king. Eph. 1:22, “And hath putt all 
things under his feet, and gave: him 
to be the head over all things to the 
church.” Eph. 4:15, “But speaking the 
truth in love, may grow up into him 
in all things, which is the head even 
Christ.” Col. 1:18, “And he is the head 
of the body, the church: who is the be- 
ginning, the firstborn from the dead; 
that in all things he might have the 
preeminence.” The Church relation to 
Christ is to be that of a bride, Eph. 
5:23-32. “For the husband is thé head 
of the wife, even as Christ is the head 
of the church: and he is the saviour 
of the body. Therefore as the church 
is subject unto Christ, so let the wives 
be to their own husbands in .every- 
thing. Husbands, love your wives, even 
as Christ also loved the church, and 
gave himself for it; that he :might 
sanctify and cleanse it with the; wash- 
ing of water by the word, that he 
might present it to himself a rious 
church, not having spot, or fink 
or any such thing; but that it Should 
be holy and without blemish. So! ought 
men to love their wives as their own 
bodies. He that loveth his wife ,loveth 
himself. For no man ever yet; hated 
his own flesh; but nourisheth and 
cherisheth it, even as the Lor the 
church: For we are members of his 
body, of his flesh, and of his ‘bones.

(Continued trem page one) 
father and mother, and shall be join- 
ed unto his wife, and they two shall 
be one flesh. This is a great mystery: 
but I speak concerning Christ and the 
church.” 

The kingdom was no mystery. The 
Old Testament prophets described it 
in glowing terms. There was some 
thing that was a mystery to them, that 
was what was to come in between the 
suffering and the glory of Christ. 1 
Pet. 1:9-12, “Receiving the end of your 
faith, even the salvation of your souls, 
Of which salvation the prophets have 
enquired and searched diligently, who 
prophesied of the grace that should 
come unto you: Searching what, or 
what manner of time the Spirit of 
Christ which was in them did signify, 
when it testified beforehand the suf- 
fering of Christ, and the glory that 
‘should follow. Unto whom it was re 
vealed, that not unto themselves, but 
unto us they did minister the things, 
which are not reported unto you by 
them that have preached the gospel 
unto you with the Holy Ghost sent 
down from heaven; which things the 
angels desire to look into.” That is 
between the cross and the crown. Je 
gus intimated that there was to be 
something that He called the Church, 
but He did not say when it should 
appear and what it would be like. V. 
13:20, “Wherefore gird up the loins 
of your mind, be sober, and hope to 
the end for the grace that is to be 
brought unto you at the revelation of 
Jesus Christ as obedient children, not 
fashioning yourselves according to the 
former lusts in your ignorance: But 
as he which hath called you is holy, 
so be ye holy in all manner of conver- 
sation; because it is written, Be ye 
holy; for I am holy. And if ye call on 
the Father, who without respect of 
persons judgeth according to every 
man’s work, pass the time of your so- 
journing here in fear: Forasmuch as 
ye know that ye were not redeemed 
with corruptible things, as silver and 
gold, from your vain conversation re- 
ceived by tradition from your fathers; 
but with the precious blood of Christ, 
as of a lamb without blemish and with- 
out spot: Who verily was foreordain- 
ed before the foundation of the world, 
but was manifest in these last times 
for you.” The mystery of the Church 
was first revealed to Paul. “For this 
cause I Paul, the prisoner of Jesus 
Christ for you Gentiles, if ye have 
heard of the dispensation of the grace 
of God which is given unto me to you- 
ward: How that by revelation he made 
known unto me the mystery; * sling 
which in other ages was not made 
known unto the sons of men, as it is 
now revealed unto his holy apostles 
and prophets by the Spirit; that the 
Gentiles should be fellowheirs, and of 
the same body, and partakers of his 
same promise in Christ by the gospel: 
According to the eternal purpose 
which he purposed in Christ Jesus our 
Lord.” See Eph. 3:1-11. 

From this we see that the Church 
was unknown to the Old Testament 
patriarchs and prophets. That the Gen- 
tiles were to be saved was no mystery. 
Rom. 9:24, 30, “Even us, whom he hath 
called, not of the Jews only, but also 
of the Gentiles? What shall we say 
then? That the gentiles which follow- 
ed not after righteousness, have at- 
tained to righteousness, even the right- 
eousness which is of faith.” The mys- 
tery was that God was going to form 
an entirely new thing called the 
Church. I am sure that quite a num- 
ber have the Church and the kingdom 
mixed. When we are born again we 
are added to the family of God. The 
kingdom of God and the kingdom of 
heaven are spoken of and I am sure 
that they are synonymous terms. Je- 
sus was the King; He came to earth; 
the Jews rejected the King thereby 
rejecting the kingdom. The setting up 
of the kingdom was postponed and 
will not take place until Christ re 
turns after He sets up His kingdom 
and reigns a thousand years. He will 
deliver His kingdom up to the Father 
and God’s kingdom will rule over all. 
Hence we see that God’s kingdom is 
now in heaven and we will enjoy that 
blessed kingdom out beyond the mil- 
lennium. 

That there is a literal, visible, or- 
ganized Church with its divine helps 
and government cannot be denied. It 
is absurd to think that men can be 
born into it. You are added to the 
family and become an heir to the king- 
dom when you are regenerated or born 
again. Paul doctrinized the Church and 
did it by divine authority. It is called 
by the name Church of God when re- 
ferred to in Scripture. Acts 20:28, 
“The church of God.” 1 Cor. 1:2, “The 


church of God.” 1 Cor. 10:32, “The 
church of God.” 1 Cor. 11:22, “The 
church of God.” 1 Cor. 15:9, “The 
church of God.” 1 Cor. 3:5, “The 


church of God.” This is enough Scrip- 
ture proof to show that the Church 
was called by the name Church of 
God. Jesus, of course, came to the 
earth to redeem men and to build His 
church and of course He named it. We 
are satisfied that on the day of Pen- 
tecost after the outpouring of the 
Spirit and numbers of people were 
added, they had their first business 
meeting. They decided that they would 
not have time to leave off reading the 
Word and prayer and the serving of 
tables and they chose them seven men 
of good reputation and filled with the 
Holy Ghost and set over the distribu- 
tion. The Grecian widows were com- 








plaining that they were being neglect- 
ed in the daily administration. The 
Church seems to move on and gain in 
power and prestige until Paul comes 
on the scene, and as I have stated, he 
doctrinized the Church and did it by 
divine authority. This is as much a 
Part of the Bible as any of the rest be- 
cause it was all written by holy men 
who were inspired by the Lord to do 
this work. It seems that many in our 
own ranks are disturbed. They look 
on other holiness movements and they 
are anxious to reconcile and are will- 
ing to throw a mantle of charity over 
the many blessings that are coming 
thru these people and their work. I 
want to declare that we are the near- 
est to the Bible of any organization 
that I have ever read of. It is a fact 
that the Church of God is the worst 
opposed institution in the world to 
day. I am perfectly willing for God 
to throw a mantle of charity over the 
labors of love service of all these holi- 
ness movements, but if I retain my in- 
tegrity and favor with God I must 
stick to my convictions coming from 
a study of God’s Word. No business 
can exist without organization. The 
Church of God gets its order from the 
Bible. Paul wrote to the church at 
Corinth and said, “It is reported com- 
monly that there is fornication among 
you, and such fornication is not so 
much as named among the Gentiles, 
that one should have his father’s wife. 
And ye are puffed up and have not 
rather mourned, that he that hath 
done this deed might be taken away 
from among you. For I verily, as ab- 
sent in body, but present in spirit, 
have judged already, as though I were 
present, concerning him that hath so 
done this deed.” 1 Cor. 5:1-3. Here 
they are commanded to put away 
this wicked person from among them. 
This shows beyond a doubt that the 
church should have government. Je- 
sus left an example to follow. He said, 
If thy brother trespass go to him and 
tell him of his fault between he and 
thee alone, and if he will not hear 
thee take one or two more that in the 
mouth of two or three witnesses ev- 
ery word may be established. This 
work is along the line of the business 
part of the Church. Paul doctrinized 
it and there is no better outline of 
church government in the world than 
Paul gives in his epistles to the 
Church. We had better increase and 
enforce Bible government than to be 
slack and careless. I am going to quote 
some sayings from Brother Lee and 
I am sure all will agree that he was 
a Bible scholar, and when it comes to 
the Church he is authority that can be 
depended on. The Bride in the Songs 
of Solomon says, “I am black, but 
comely. O ye daughters of Jerusalem, 
in the tents of Kedar, as the curtains 
of Solomon. Look not upon me, _be- 
cause I am black, because the sun hath 
looked upon me: my mother’s children 
were angry with me; they made me 
the keeper of the vineyards; but mine 
own vineyard have I not kept.” There 
are many daughters but Christ’s Bride 
is the only one of her mother. This 
little sun-tanned, hard-worked woman 
with her labors of love shows the at- 
titude of the Church and her labors 
of love service and self-denial. Song 
of Solomon 6: 8-10, “There are three- 
score queens, and foyrscore concu- 
bines, and virgins without number. 
My dove, my undefiled is but one; 
she is the only one of her mother, she 
is the choice one of her that bare her. 
The daughters saw her, and blessed 
her; yea the queens and the concu- 
bines, and they praised her. Who is 
she that looketh forth as the morning, 
fair as the moon, clear as the sun, and 
terrible as an army with banners?” 
Many will be allowed to enter in as 
attendants but have not the qualifi- 
cations to be the Bride. “I am black, 
but comely.” She will have suffered 
for Jesus. The scorching sun of trials 
has rested upon her, but this does not 
mar her beauty in the sight of her 
Master. 

The Bride is the inner circle of the 
Church. Peter, James and John were 
the inner circle. Some seem to think 
that the entire Church of God will go 
to a standard where they will be the 
Bride. To this I will say that it can 
not be. New ones will be uniting with 
the Church until the rapture. Also 
there will be backslidden ones within 
the Church. But the inner circle shall 
be cleansed by the washing of water 
by the Word and be presented to Him 
without spot or wrinkle or any such 
thing. Jesus is referred to as the sec- 
ond Adam. The first Adam fell into 
a sleep and because of this God was 
able to take a rib from his side and 
form for him a Bride. Adam’s Bride 
was of deep union with him. She was 
a part ot him. The second Adam fell 
into a deep sleep (death on the cross) 
and during this sleep prophecy was 
fulfilled. His side was pierced and 
blood came forth, and because of this 
sleep, this rest and this blood, the 
Bride is being formed. There shall be 
presented to the second Adam _ the 
Bride, cleansed, without spot or 
wrinkle or any such thing. Adam got 
his Bride from his own body. Jesus 
will get His Bride from His body, the 
Church. This can not be denied from 
a scriptural standpoint. Regardless of 
the desire to be free and have fellow- 
ship with everything, we must lay 
aside our human sympathy and stick 
to the Word of God. 

In the Philadelphia period of the 
Church, which I am sure is the period 
we are in now, Jesus said to John the 
revelator, Behold, I set before thee an 
open door and no man can shut it, for 
thou hast a little strength and hast 
kept my words and hast not denied 
my name. Because thou hast kept 
the word of my patience, I also will

So the proposition is: Come now, and 
let us reason together, saith the Lord. 
For though your sins be as scarlet, 
they shall be made white as snow. 

The reason when properly directed 
is capable of solving all the complex 
and complicated problems of life. No 
single anatomical or organie function- 
al part of the human makeup serves 
so great a purpose as the reason. It 
is called upon to solve many problems 
for us in the daily toils of life. No 
business man, banker, lawyer, physi- 
cian, farmer, or housewife can deny 
the use of it in an almost endless 
number of problems each day. From 
the broad reaches of the earth none 
can be found that hath not reason. 

Reason brought man from. the 
trees; reason brought man from the 
caves and the cliffs; reason brought 
man from his sand-dune dugouts and 
placed him in veritible mansions, the 
work of his reason and genius, God- 
given superiority to all the lower ani- 
mals. In the long ago man was subject 
to the prey of wild beasts. They were 
his superiors because he was physical- 
ly weak. Then came the dawn of rea- 
son for man began to think and this 
led him to use a club. Later he used a 
spear, and finally, he made the power- 
ful gun. Reason was back of each and 
every achievement of man.

Let the philosopher continue 
his fanciful theories and the theolo- 
gian confine his efforts to the Bible 
and we'll soon reach the Millennium.

To The Church of God Sunday 
School Officers In Texas 
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Rom. 1:14, “I am a debtor.” 4 

Surely the Apostle Paul felt his 
indebteaness ana responsibility when 
he wrote these words. He felt he owed 
to fallen humanity and the Church of 
God a debt that he would never be 
able to pay. He did not owe , them 
silver, gold, etc., but he owed his 
time, interest, talent and prayers. 

Every district and local superin- 
tendent, teacher and secretary and 
treasurer of the Sunday Schools is a 
debtor and God holds us responsible 
for this debt. Oh may the great God of 
heaven help us and every one to put 
our shoulders to the wheel and make 
the Sunday School a success. I believe 
the Sunday School is one of the great- 
est assets of the Church of God. It is 
a department of the church in which 
the Word of God is taught for the pur- 
pose of bringing souls to Christ and 
building up souls in Christ. In other 
words, the church is the parent, the 
Sunday School is the child. 


God help us not to think that the 
Sunday School is not, as many sup- 
pose, a modern institution, a little 
more than a century old. Its germ was 
in the world living and active 
more than two thousand years ago. 
Though it cannot be doubted that re 
ligious and devout men from the be 
ginning of mankind did take care to 
instruct their children and families 
in the fear of God, yet for many ages 
there is no mention of Sunday Schools 
for this purpose. 

People went to hear their lessons 
as appears from the woman of Shu- 
nem with whom Elisha had lodged. 
Her husband asked her why she went 
to see the prophet, seeing that day 
was neither Sabbath nor newmoon, 
which insinuates that these were the 
chief and usual times in which they 
resorted to the prophets for instruc- 
tions. This dear old lady surpassed 
some Church of God people today who 
live in about three or four blocks of 
the church and have a good car. Say, 
brother, the man or woman who does 
not take an interest in Sunday School 
is not a true blue Church of God mem- 
ber. The church has 24,891 members 
and the average attendance of Sun- 
day School is 23,590 which leaves 
1,301 who do not attend Sunday 
School, and some of this number are 
in Texas. The god of this world (the 
devil) has got their eyes blinded and 
they cannot see any good in Sunday 
School. : 

Some things that will help the Sun- 

School: 
a 4 Certain Time to Start. — All 
work in which any considerable num- 
ber of people are united must have 
some form of organization in order 
to obtain satisfactory results. I heard 
of a certain church that started Sun- 
day School when they all got there. 
They began to come in about 10:30 
a. m. and about 12:00 o'clock they 
would all get there and the Sunday 
School would run until 3:00 p. m. Say, 
brother, I would not be surprised if 
the pastor wasn’t responsible for a 
lot of this. I believe in the preacher 
being on time. If the preacher comes 


staggering out about 12:30 and the 
sleep not all out of his eyes, you can 
not expect the church to be any bet- 
ter. A certain preacher told me he did 
not take his children to church and 
Sunday School because he could not 
keep them quiet. Brother, if he would 
give them a little hickory tea like my 
father gave me, when he took them 
to Sunday School they would act like 
their father and mother belonged to 
the Church of God. 

2. The Superintendent—He is one 
of the main building facilities of the 
Sunday School. He should put his 
thinking faculties to work, be on fire 
for God and get some energy into it. 
When you read the responsive read- 
ings don’t lean over on the bookstand 
to prop yourself. It looks like you are 
too lazy to stand up. When visitors 
come, go back and invite them back 
again. If the Sunday School has a 
dead superintendent it will be dead. 

3. Teachers.—In the Sunday School 
there must be a worker and that work- 
er is the Sunday School teacher, up- 
on whom mostly depends the success 
of the cause, They should be Chris- 
tians or Christians in belief. They 
should be examples to the school. You 
are not a teacher merely for an hour 
on Sunday, but for seven days of ev- 
ery week. They should be Church 
of God members. The teacher who is 
outside the church will never lead his 
scholars into the church. He or she 
should be a church member in loyal- 
ty. They should teach in harmony 
with that which comes from the pulpit. 

Just a few parents recognize their 
duty to teach the Bible to their chil- 
dren and if it is not taught in the 
Sunday School and by the Sunday 
School teacher, it will not be taught 
to the majority of young people. 

The assistant superintendent, secre- 
tary and treasurer are building facili- 
ties in the Sunday School, of whom I 
have not time to speak.
